The attendance in the college of agri- 


culture at the State University at Madi- 
son is the largest in ita history, there 
being 309 names on the register. These 
pupils come frqm sixteen states and 
Canada. 
Fortunately most of them are 


from Wisconsin. The representatives 
from Eock county are as follows: 


In the short course, C. N. Kramer,

The three counties sending the larg- 


est number of pupils are: Dane county, 
with fi total attendance of 22; Wauke-

The short course in agriculture is the 


farmers' course. 
Here instruction is 


given in judging, feeding and managing 
stock, treatment of the common dis- 
eases of farm animals, farm dairying; 
horticulture, grafting, budding, etc. 
Farm black-smithing, farm carpenter 
work and bookkeeping adopted to the 
farm are also taught. 


Many of the young men taking the 


short course in agriculture have worked 
on farms as hired hands before coming 
to the university for study. 
These 


young men are willing to still work 
with their hands, but are anxious to 
eventually reach higher positions. A 
number of them are preparing to become 
farm managers. To give some idea of 


. the class of students it is stated that 


last spring at the close of the short 
courso term fifty-one young men hired 
out as farm hands, some.of them com- 
ing as far s.way away as California. 
This does not include the hundred or 
more young men who find employment 
each year in the creamery and cheese 
factory. 
A number of students are 


more-than twenty-five years of age, and 
several are married men. The agricul- 
tural college is the only institution in 
the state which combines hand training 
and head training, and sends Its pupils 
back to the great industry of mankind 
—agriculture.

ARMY MAY BE DECREASED 


Miles Feari tlio Keiult of the Signing 


of tlie 1-Vace Treaty* 


Washington, Dec. 9.—Gen. Miles ex- 


pects to appear before the house mili- 
tary committee in a few days to set 
forth personally the-reasons he thinks 
his ar'my bill should be passed. 
The 


most urgent is the fact that immedi- 
ately upon the formal announcement 
of the peace between the United States 
and Spain the United States army may 
be suddenly reduced, almost a third, 
and at a time when the need for troops 
for garrison purposes is still pressing. 
This statement does not apply to val- 
unteer troops. 


As stated by the president in his 


message, they hnving enlisted for the 
war, must all be discharged. But when 
the war department, acting under the 
authority conferred by congress at the 
last session, sought' to recruit the reg- 
ular army to a war footing to stimulate 
enlistments it pledged itself in a for- 
mal order to discharge upon his own 
application any recruit who wished to 
leave the service upon the conclusion 
of peace, although the nominal term of 
enlistment was for three years. 


Gen. Miles will also urge that provi- 


sion be made for the fortification of 
Manila.

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 9.—An examina- 


tion of the sloop-of-war Essex, which 
is a remnant of the old navy and ar- 
rived from Newport after a thrilling 
experience in a hurricane, showed that 
serious damage had been done and but 
for skillful seamanship she would have 
foundered.
